A FINANCIAL SENSATION, 


Young Harry Seybold’s Big Steal at Wheel- 
ing, Va. 


WHEELING, W. Va., August 2.—The arrest of 
young Harry Seybold, individual book-keeper 
of the Bank of Wheeling, for embezzlement, 
news of which was sent out in brief dis- 
patches, has created a tremendous sensation. 
Seybold was a very popular young man. The 
latest details .of his crime are as follows: 
Onthe 10th of April a package containing 
$27,000 was deposited in the bank by a prom- 
inent business man and was placed in the 
vault to be counted after business hours. 
After the bank had closed, Mr. 
List went to get the package 
and found it missing. The absence of 
the package was kept quiet for the time being 
as it appeared evident that some employe 
had taken it. Mr. Harry Seybold was found 
to be spending money very freely and as his 
account at the bank was not touched and his 
salary had not been drawn for months, 
suspicion at once rested on him. 
The bank officials called Capt. 
B. B. Dovener into the case. Seybold has re- 

orted to his friends that he had lately drawn 

15,000 in the Louisiana Lottery. 4 5 
Dovener left for New Orleans and found this 
to be false. It was determined to arrest 5 7 
boid on suspleſon and at midnight 
last night sheriff arrested him at his 
home. He was taken before Justice 
Arkle and charged with theft. At first Sey- 
bold denied the charge, but after close zam - 
ination by Dovener he finally confessed to 
having taken the money. The money was 
kept at his home tora month, when about 
$20,000 was deposited in different banks 
he balance was in- 
companies. Seybold 
turned over certificates of deposit 
and real and 1 property to the amount 
of $32,000, which will entirely cover the loss. 
He was committed to jail without ball and will 
be held for trial till to-morrow.

WATCHING THE BIG DAM.

DANGER OF LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY 
AT PLAINFIELD. 


Mayor Malen Appeal to the Owner of the 
Feltville Dam—Prompt Action of the Lat- 
ter—A Bad Wreck at Edwardeville, III. 
~—Killed in a Runaway-—Twe Men 
D Casualties. 


New York, August ?.—The people of Ptain- 
field, N. J., passed another anxious day and 
night. The big dam at Feltville still with- 
stood the pressure of the large body of water 
behind it, but it was said to be growing weak- 
er and the clouds were again pouring a deluge 
over the city and down upon the bills. The 
storm was a repetition of the heavy rain tor - 
rents which had prevailed since Monday, but 
there was a new feature in the shape of 
lightning. Upon the hill tops last night two 
men were set to watehthe dam at Feltville 
and to signal to the people if it 
should givé way. Washouts were threatening 
the railroad and trains were running slowly 
and irregularly. Telegraphic wires were 
burned out and at 8:15 the transmission of dis- 
patches had become an impossibility. The 
Beeckman street bridge over the Central Rall - 
road at Plainfield was again partially de- 
prived of its support. Many of the heavy 
timbers with which it was repaired had been 
undermined and were washed away by Cedar 
Brook which has followed a new course 
directly through the street since Tuesday’s 
flood. Only one track was used and that with 
extreme caution. To Warren Ackerman, who 
owns the dam at Feltville, was sent in the 
morning the following dispatch: 


Examination of Feltville dam reveals im- 
minent danger of bursting in case of another 
heavy rainfall. This would destroy a million 
of property and endanger human life at Plain- 
field. Believing that you do not know this 
fact, I vouch for the good faith of the exam- 
ination and appealto you, the owver of the 
dam,to act at once to avert the threatened ca- 
lamity. OB MALE, 
Mayor of Plainfield, N. J. 


MR. ACKERMAN ACTS PROMPTLY. 

Mr. Ackerman responded promptly to Mayor 
Maie’s dispatch, and at once started for Plain- 
field, where the two had an interview, lasting 
halfan hour. Mr. Ackerman announced his 
desire to do all in his power to prevent the 
threatened break, and cheerfully consented 
to follow the plans submitted by the Mayor. 
The dam runs straight across the Mountain 
Gap, and Mr. Male proposed that two massive 
stone piers should be erected below it, and 
that a horseshoe of rock should be built, with 
the ends against the piers and the keystones 
against the center of the dam, the space 


between being filled in with broken stone and 
cement. Mr. Ackerman agreed to this at 
once, and promised to have men set to work 
immediately to repair the breaks. He him- 
self went to Scotch Plains to suberintend the 
affair personaliy. At4o’clock came the re- 
assuring news that a corps of laborers were 
hard at work trying to repair the weakened 
parts of the dam, but afterward there was re- 
ceived a message thatas fast as one fissure 
was filled another was opened. The main out- 
lets forthe waters of the lake should have 
been through places where boulders had 
been washed out at the base of the dam, 
but now the swelling torrents from the 
hea morning rains were raising the 
| si to the top of the structure and the flood 
was eating its way through the narrow _— 
ings. Resolved that something must be done 
to give the people such warning as was possi- 
ble, J. B. Dumont, President of the City Com- 
mon Council and Councilmen M. Marvin 
Dunham and Francis E. Marsh decided to 
post watchers on the heights above the dam 
and to arrange a code of signals that notice 
might be given ifthe danger should become 
more threatening. 
COURIERS ON THE ROAD. 

The Chief of Police, Tunis J. Carey, and Col. 
Julian Scott, the two horsemen who went gal- 
loping through the main streetof the city 
Wednesday night with the warning that the 
dam wason the verge of falling, were chosen 
as the couriers, and at 6 o'clock they set out 
on horseback forthe scene of danger. They 
took with them a haversack of provisions, a 
bundle of rockets Wrapped in oiled silk and 
blankets tor themselves and horses. When 
they reached the dam they tethered their 
horses among the trees and prepared fora 
night of watching. It had been arranged that 
should acrisis come they were to signal by 
rockets to the telegraph ae at Fanwood 
and if his wires were still uséless he would 
send up other rockets with which he had been 
furnished, and the men at the flagging and 
switching stations along the line would pass 
the news along. If a message that the dam 
had burst reached the city the fire belis were 
to be rung and the alarm would be quickly 
spread. This would give the people possibly 
an hour’s startof the water, and those alon 
the banks of the Green Brook, Stony Broo 
and Cedar Brook would have time to escape to 
the higher ground. At 7:30 o’ciock Mr. Acker- 
man’s men were endeavoring to open the 
gate in the dam, which had been closed for 
years with mud and weeds. The workmen 
were unable, however, to accomplish any- 
thing in this direction. During the freshet of 
— years ago a mill hand lost his life at this 
work.

LIA AND AUSTRALIANS. 


Searle a Wonderful Oarsman—The Athletes 
of the Antipodes the Greatest in the 
World—Wondertul Progress of Sport 
There—Great Wealth of the Country and 
Ite Advantages and Disadvantages. 


HE ex-champion 
oarsman of the 
world, Ed Hanlan, 
arrived in the city 
yesterday on his 
way home to Tor- 
onto, after an sb- 
sence in Australia of 
nearly three years. 
He was met at the 
depot by Mr. J. A. 
St. John, whose 
guest he is while 
here, and was taken 
to the Southern 
Hotel, where he 
registered. There is 
not much change in 
Hanlan’s appear- 
ance. He has fleshed 
up a little, but is the 
same smiling, jovial 
Ned of old. His defeats in Australia he takes 
in good part, and he speaks most glowingly 
of that country and the people there, 
HANLON’S TRIP. 
„I sailed from San Francisco, be remarked 


to a PostT-DISPATCH representative this 
morning, ‘fon August 13, 188%, and 
I returned to that city on the 


Sth of last June. As you know, I went to 
Australia to row Beach in hopes of bringing 
back the championship ofthe world to this 
continent. The race took place in the Nepean 
River, November 26, 1886, which is spring time 
in Australia andI was defeated. In February

following I pulled against Kemp on the Para- 


metta course, New South Wales. I was again 
defeated, but should have been awarded that 
race on a foul, as he came into my water. 
Next I rowed Trickett on the Fitzroy River, 
Rockhampton, for a $1,000 stake, and that race 
l won. 

I traveled all over Australia and gave ex- 
dibitions at various places. I also visited 
the colony of Tasmania. This is an island 
south of Australia and is called the garden of 
Australia. There I saw the ancient pen- 
itentiary bulldings where the convicts 
were sent and executed years ago. 
All the roads, stone walls, ete., in 


the place were built by convicts. I went 
though the gold and silver mines of Australia, 
and there is no place on the face of the earth 
which has the mineral wealth of that country. 
It is simply marvelous. Gold, silver, lead, 
copper, tin, coal, and in fact every mineral you 
can mention, is to be had their 
in plenty. They seem to find minerals were - 
ever they hunt for them. I visited Mt. Mor- 
gan at Rockhampton, the biggest mine in the 
world. The mountain isa solid 
MASS OF ROCK AND GOLD. 

They cut the precious yellow metal off its 
top and sides, taking it out by 
the buckets fall. On my first 
trip to Australia, five years ago, I could have 
bought shares for $2.5v a piece, and the stock 
is now worth from $80 to 5100. was tempted 
to invest about $1,000 at the time, and you 
may be sure I now regret not having done so. 
Coal is found in Australia in the greatest 
abundance. It can be had for aimost 
nothing at Neweastle, New South Wales. 
About three ship loads a week are sent from 
there tq San Francisco ata cost of $1.50 a ton. 

It is realy wonderful how the country 
manages to keep up, there is such a drain on 
it. There me five colonies there and the 
feeling between them is intensely bitter. 
The feeling between the United States 
and Canada is nothing compared to it. Every 
colony has its oon government and its own 
Governor. Gov. Carrington of New South 
Wales and the Governor of Victoria receive 
£10,000 a year each, or neariy $50,000—the 
salary of the President of the United States— 
and yet there are only $1,250,000 people in 
Victoria. South Australia has 250, 000 people 
andits Governor receives £4,000 or £5,000 a 
year, equivaient to $20,000 or $25,000. The 
Governor of Queensland receives about £8,000 
or $40,000 for looking after 700, 000 or 800,000 


people. New Zealand’s Governor ro- 
ceives £5,000 or $25,000 a ear 
and the Governor of Tasmania, which

At Sidney, New South Wales, they have 
the Carrington athletic grounds lit up by 
electric lights, with a magnificent grand stand 
that will seat 20,000 people. It is a beautiful 
place, and a stranger in the country can 
scarcely realize that itis merely for use as 
an athletic grounds. Handicaps are given 
there six or seven times a year and from $00 to 
7,000 sprinters enter at eve meeting They 
are charged an entrance fee of about $1.50 
each, and about $2 more is required of start- 
ers. As in the neighborhood of 400 of the men 
start you can see whata stake that makes. A 
purse of $1.0000r so is divided among the 
men. Big odds is offered against every man 
in the race, and those who have any credita- 
ble record carry from $50,000 to $100,000 each of 
their admirers’ money on them in the pools. 
The man’s backers always have from £3,000 to 
£5,000 on him, which he receives if he 
wins. Thus the winner rakes in from $15,000 
to $25,000 out of the pool without having to put 
upacent. An unknown is never allowed a 
very big bandicap. Skinner, an American 
sprinter, went overthere and kept getting 
beat in every race, receiving a bigger bandi- 
capeach time. Finally he got a handicap 
from which he could win easily and fairly dis- 
tanced the field. His backers gave him £4,000 
or $20,000, but he was a year and a half work- 
ing up to this handicap. There is what as is 
known as the Botany Grounds which are 
similar to the Carrington Grounds 
and sprinting handicaps are given 
there inthe same way. One fellow entered 
the races at Covington one night under differ- 
ent names, receiving different handicaps He 
disguised himself by changing false beards in 
each event and won three races and then 
skipped. They got onto the trick, but he had 
received his money and fied. 

THE SPORTING PEOPLE OF AUSTRALIA 
are the shrewdest in the world. They know 
more about training horses and mep than any 


people in the world and have the 
most perfect system in the world 
of managing races of all sorts 
and sporting events generally. Where they 


get all their knowledge of these matters away 
off there I do not know, but they have it. 
There are no people like them for sport. 
They sometimes have as many as five horse 
race meetings in one week at Melbourne. 
When the Melbourne cup is run for from 150, 
000 to 170,000 witness the race. The track at 
Melbourne is the finest I ever saw. The 
grand stand, which isa beauty, will seat 100, 
000 peopie, and 20,000 people stand on a hill 
near by. The ladies all vie with each other 
in the matter of dress, as each is ambitions to 
be considered the finest costumed lady 
at the track on that day. Costumes 
costing $2,000 and $3,000 apiece are common 
onthe track, and the best dressmakers of 
Europe and Australia are cailed upon to make 
dresses tobe worn at that race. No people 
compare with the Australians for outing. On 
Saturday afternoon Sidney harbor, which is 
the most picturesque I ever beheld, is 
thronged with people.

one at atime, within a week. Next to him 
stands Kemp and tben Stanbury. The last 
named is a greet scuiler. He has wonderful 
power and endurance, but lacks that dash 
which makes world beaters. One thing the 
Australians do admit and that is that all they 
know about sculling they learned from 
me. On my trip there I was introduced 
everywhere as the man who taught them 
what they know about sculling. In that 
eountry they have no snow and ice, and can 
practice twelve months in the year. The 
Australian farmers give their children the 
very best meats and food, and to this fact 1 
ascribe their splendid development, as in 
other countries the farmers sell the best of 
everything, keeping the worst for themselves. 
They build as fine race-boats there as any- 
where in the world, and their steam launches 
and yachts are on the American plan, and are 
perfect models. A strange pony | about 
racing shelis is that an American can build the 
fastest boat for American waters, an English- 
man the fastest for English waters, and an 
Australian the fastest for Australian waters. 
This I ascribe to the fact that men living near 
a stream know ite buoyancy better than a man 
im another country. Any one who bas tried a 
foreign-built boat in any country can tell you 
that what I say is true about each country 
building the fastest boats for ite own waters. 

HOW HANLAN LEARNED SCULLING. 

It may seem strange to yu, but I learned 
most of what I know about scuilling by watch- 
ing a pendulum of a ciock. It was while I 
was training for my race with Wallace Ross. 
Ilsaw that the pendulum did not stop, but 
kept up a regular, pay 4 movement, going 
equally fast for s ard and backward. I thought 
if Il could only acquire that steady swinging 
movement I would have attained a perfect 
motion. I studied it untill succeeded. Then 
I noticed that my boat dipped aft when I 
leaned forward, and 1 thought this was wrong 
and corrected it by an easier and smoother 
movement of the body. When I 
accomplished beth these things I was well 
satisfied with my movementand my style of 
rowing is what is taught in both England and 
Australia as the correct style. They say 
‘Hanlan does this’ or ‘Hanlan don’t do that, 

and act accordingly. Of course I bad won re- 
gattas before studying these movements 1 
speak of, but my sculling was crude and my 
style far from perfect. When Iwon the Cen- 
tennial regetta at Philadelphia in 1876 in 21 m. 
9%s., not another man could row three miles 
in that time. Now that record is 19:30 for three 
miles. This improvement is due to 
the change of style of rowing and the im- 
provements in the boats, oars, ste. 


HANLAN'’S FUTURE. 
Hanlan will probably leave for home to- 
night. He is thinking of joining Gaudaur in 
rowing exhibition rates for purses at various 
laces around the country. Aithough he bas 
ost considerable by his Australian trip he 
still well-fixed fivancially and says he would 
not sell hia piace in Toronto for $0,000. He 
commenced rowing in 1873 and has taken part 
in 160 races, 147 of wnich he won. His total 
winnings aggregate $250,000. His first match 
race he lost to Beach, though he had lost a few 
times before that in regattas, though general - 
ly through some accident. He is now 34 years 
of age.

THE ALLEGED THREATS OF SEALERS TO 
RESIST CAPTURE. 


Something About the Belligerent Attitude of 
the Canadian Vessel Cap ‘ains — No 
Danger of Any Hostile Outbreak—The 
British War Ships in Alaskas Waters 
The Cutter Rush’s Work. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispratTca. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., August 2.—Although 
the Black Diamond, after first disobeying 
Capt. Shepard’s orders to heave to, changed 
her mind when she saw the guns of his vessel 
run out, yet itis said in British Columbia that 
other sealing vesseis will not be so tractable. 
Several of them went north this year with the 
expressed determination to fire on the Rush if 
she attempted to board them. Capt. Rodd of 
the Maggie was one of those said to be ready 
for hostilities, and the Maggie is known to 
have entered Behring Sea. The Saphir, which 
left Victoria last march with a crew of sixty 
Indians, fully armed, was reported to be an- 
other of the beligerents, and Capt. Petit is 
credited with declaring that he would 
shoot any American official who should 
cross his rail. There is some curiosity to 
know whether these and similer threats will 
be carried out. But there need be no anxiety 
on this score. Some irritation and a sense of 
grievance have been caused inthe Dominion 
by the renewal of the policy of arresting seal- 
ers. but that is a different matter from a 
private craft undertaking to carry on war 
witha Government vessel acting under defl- 
nite instructions and compelled to obey them. 
Besides, the sealing vessels might not find re- 
sistence expedient. The Rush, to be sure, is 
not a very formidable craft. Her battery con- 
sists only of four three inch breech loading 
rifies ; but the private sealers carry no battery 
at all, and an erroneous impression is convey- 
ed by the stories that their crews have been 
armed. This arming is for the purpose of 
hunting the seals, which are taken by shoot- 
ing with rifles in the open sea—and a waste- 
ful mode of bunting it istoo, since probably 
four or five sink and are lost for every one 
captured. An attempt to prevent a prize 
crew from boarding a sealing vessel would be 
followed by a fire from the Rush's guns which 
would bring the obstinate craft to terms. Bat 
there is not likely to be an attempt at resist- 
ance.

Weber was tried expressed a 
very deregatory opinion of*the Signal

But on the 
heels of this condemnation of the service 
came Prof. Nipher's letter which informed 
Gen. Greely in very positive and not in mild 
terms that the conduct of the Signal Service 
oficials had been outrageous, and if he could 
not have Sergt. Weber back as his 
assistant iu e Missouri State weather 
service ue wanted nothing to do 
with the Signal Service or anyone 
connected with the 2 and the State 
Weather Service would get along without Six- 
nal Service aid. It was expected that Gen. 
Greely would a order Sergt. Hammon, 
who took Sergt, Weber's place in the State 
Weather Service, to discontinue his work 
there, but he has added to such an order in- 
structions to send out the orop report, 
which had been sent from the Weather 
Service, from the Signal Service. And 
this has caused the question to

Among others to whom a PosT- DISPATCH re- 
porter talked to-day was Mr. John Soudder, 
and his views present many important feat- 
ures of the condition of affairs to-day, and of 
the ties that bind St. Louis to the developed 
and developing mining country. There 
are very few men better acquainted in 
the mining districts than Mr. Seudder. 
He went to Colorado in 1858 as the protege of 
the Russells, Majors and Waddell, and his 
enterprises are identified with and form a 
prominent part of the histories of Gilpin and 
Clear Creek Counties. He, with his associates, 
made the first goid discoveries in Colorado, 
and they were later the originators of the 
Pike’s Peak Express, and afterward of the 
Pony Express to California. He has always 
been a close observer in the mining country, 
and says St. Louis men with St. Louis capital 
were among the first to develop the mines of 
Colorado, as they were also those of Mon- 
tana. In testimony of this he says there are a 
great many engines and boilers still in active 
use in those sections, which, were made in the 
ola establishments here of Samuel Gaty, 
Tatier & Co., and others. 

‘‘As a result, said Mr. Soudder, ‘‘of what 
I have seen and know, I have no hesitaucy in 
saying that 

r. LOUIS ABOVE ALL OTHERS

HORRORS OF S'EERAGE PASSAGE. 


Immigrants Make Bitter Camplaint Regard- 
ing Their Treatment by Ships’ Officers. 


By Telesyn to the PosT-DisPaTcu. 

New YORK, August 2.—Twenty unfortanate 
stecrage passengers made bitter complaint at 
Castle Garden esterday morning of the 
horrors which steerage passengers have to 
endure. The passengers in question arrived 
yesterday on the old National Line steamer 
England, fourteen days out from Liverpool. 
„Their complaint was written aboard the ship 


by a passenger named John Hancock. It was 
sworn to by the nineteen othersand submitted 
to the Immigration Vowmmissioners when they 
arrived at Castle Garden. It accuses 
the officers of the ship of being harsh 
and often times cruel in their 
treatment of the steerage passengers; it com- 
plains of the wretched food and of its scanti- 
ness, which the steerage received, and of the 
disgraceful accommodations which the com- 
pany provides for those who have to patronize 
the steerage. Fresh beef, the o mplaint says, 
was given the passengers but once during the 
two weeks they were buffeted about on the 
ocean. The tea and coffee were so repulsive 
that they could not be drunk,and the only food 
any way palatuble was the bread and oleo- 
margarine. Of the overcrowding the com- 
pDiainants say that sixty-five persons, men, 
women and children, were forced to oc- 
cupy twelve berths. No partitions separated 
them, all being thrown together promiscuous- 
ly. oe tag the voyage an infant 14 months 
old died. Its mother, Mrs. O“ Donnell, who is 
traveling to join her husband, is one of the 
complainants. She charges that the infant 
died because of the miserable and insufficient 
food provided. All of the passengers say that 
it was impossible to get anything fit to eat un- 
less they ‘‘tipped’’ the stewards, and those 
who could afford to do that got the pick of the 
food. The passengers say thatthey are all 
willing to swear to every charge that they 
have made, and that they have not ex- 
2 in the least the miseries 
which they endured in the steerage of the En- 
Gane. Commissioner Ridgeway was at Castle 

arden when the complaint was received. He 
said he was convinced that. there was some 
foundation for the charges and ordered an in- 
vestigation. All of the complainants were 
detained at the Garden, and an order was is- 
sued directing the officers and agente of the 
England to appear before the commissioners 
and answer to the charges. The investiga- 
tion will take place at (o' clock to-day.

THE COLORED EXODDS, 


Nearly 80,000 Negroes Ready to Leave North 
Carolina.

RALEIGH, N. C., August 2.—The committee 
appointed by the Colored Emigration Conven- 
tion, which methere in April to go tothe 
West and Southwest, examine the country 
and learn what arrangements can be made for 
the movement of a large body of colored peo- 
ple from North Carolina, expects to leave 
here for the Southwest Sunday. The commit- 


tee say that over 78,000 names of those who 
will move have been enrolled, and that these 
have agreed to be ready to start in forty-eight 
hours after notice has been given, provided 
the commission makes a favorable report, 
It is said by the committee that 
the people in the Southwestern States have 
held meetings composed of farmers, business 
men and capitalists, who have appointed com- 
mittees to meet and confer with the North 
Carolina Commissioners and to offer euch in- 
ducements as will direct the tide of immigra- 
tion in that direction. If the conditions are 
favorable, and the committee shall so report 
it is thought by the committee that at least 
50,000 people will be moved next fall. Louisi- 
ana, Tennessee, Kansas, Arkansas, Texas and 
California seem to be making preparations to 
increase their colored popuiation at the ex- 

ense of North Carolina. Exodus agents from 

ensas and Arkansas are expected here Satur- 
7 to accompany the Commissioners from 
th State.

REMARKABLE REPORTS. 


The Discoveries Made by Explorers in the 


State of Chiapas, Mexico. 


Crrr OF MEXICO, August 2,—Recently re- 
turned explorers from the State of Chiapas 
confirm and add to the remarkable reports 
concerning important arch@wlogical discov- 
eries. Afine broad paved road, built by pre- 
historic inhabitants has been traced from 
Tonala down into Guatemala aud thence in 3 
curve up again into Mexico, terminating at 


Palenque. All along this road are stiil to be 
seen the remains of ruined cities, anda care- 
ful estimate of the population of these places 
is about thirty millions. At that part of the 
road near Palenque the ruins are of 
great magnitude. ouses four and often five 
stories high have been found in the depths of 
the forest. Many ofthese houses are pyra- 
midal lu form, and so covered are some of 
them with vegetable mold that large trees are 
growing from the roofs. In some of the 
houses great employment has been made of 
stone beams of tremendous weight, and the 
architecture indicates a high degree of scien. 
tific attainment. In some houses visited 
bronze lamps have been discovered, and the 
interior and exterior mural decorations of the 
more important houses consist of panelings 
filled with elaborately carved figures, almost 
life size, two types of mea and women 
being represented, some plainiy Egyptian 
and others genuine Africans. In frontof the 
houses the explorers found fourteen scuip- 
tures of gods with foldedarms. The work of 
exploration was one of extreme difficulty, 
owing to the density of the forest and the un- 
willingness of the Indians to enter the an 
cient edifices, they averring that the build - 
ings were inhabited by spirits. Another dis- 
covery was that an enormous paved road ex- 
tends from Palenque across Yucatan to the 
Island of Cogumet and is continued on the 
island. The explorers went to Chiapas, 
on private business, but incidentally 
become interested in the work of exploring 
the ruins and they suggest that the Govern- 
ment fit out an expedition -to make a com- 
piete map of this wonderfully interesting re- 
on, regarding which little, comparatively, 
s known, even after so many 4 since the 
white men became aware of its existence. 
Palenque explorers assert that they have dis- 
covered inthe edifices before mentioned ex- 
amples of a perfect arch, One explorer is 4 
scientifically trained man who bas recentiy 
arrived from India, and by his account the re- 
gion from Chiapas to Yucatan must have been 
the seat of a densely populous nation.

L' PROJECT IN DANGER. | 


FAILURE OF THE HOUSE TO PASS THE BILL 
IMPERILS THE WHOLE SCHEME. 


Thomas A. Scott Says That the Bill Must Be 
Passed at Once or It Is No Use to Pass It 
at All—Some Points About What the L 
Road Would Do for St. Louis, 


HEN the House of Del- 
egates failed to pass 
the L pill Wednesday 
night the whole proj- 
ect of an elevated road 
became endangered, 
and now itis likely to 
fall through, certainly 
for the present, per- 
haps for years. The 
90 advocates of the bill 
= and those who are be- 
hind it want it passed 
at once and their ar- 
ule : { | rangements are made 

U for beginning work 

— now. If they cannot 
— — get their vill through 
now they will let the whole scheme go 
to pot, and then it will be a ques- 
tion how many years it will be before 
any man or combination of men will have en- 
terprise enough to take up the plan again and 
invest several hundred thousand dollars, be- 
fore they know how the House of Deiegates is 
going to treat a measure that proposes one of 
the most important improvements that has 
ever been made in the city. 

Mr. Thomas Scott, in speaking of the action 
of the House this morning said: ‘‘They are 
now fighting overthe question of reorganiza- 
tion, and there is a dead-lock. There are 
fourteen on each side, and the elevated bill 
is hanging because it might influence a vote 
or two on the question of reorganization and 
break the dead-lock, but it must be put 
through this week or I think we will have 
to drop the matter, at least for the present, I 
would dislike to see this thing fail, for it 
means that St. Louis would relapse into its 
old-time slothful state, and the reputation ot 
being slow and dead, which it 16 just getting 
rid of, would biossom out again. I will give 
you a little example of the difference between 
what St. Louis is and what it was three years 
ago. WhenI moved down here from Kansas 
City I went to New York on business and took 
a letter to a certain broker. I went into his 
office with a Kansas City man whom I knew 
and sent in my card. The answer came back 
telling me to call again, as the broker was 
very basy. The Kansas City man sent in his 
card and was asked into the office. He told 
wholwasand when he came out I was ad- 
mitted, and when I wentin the broker said: 
Tou must excuse me, Mr. Scott, but I have 
tried very often to do business with St. Louis 
men and I have never been able to no any- 
thing with them, sol have giyen up it.’ The 
reason was that St. Louis had the reputation 
of having a wall around it, and of grabbing all 
the profits of a transaction or else having 
nothing todo with it, but in the last tbree 
years it has been getting over that. People 


look on it as a more enterprising city, anda 

more liberal city and they are coming in here, 

but if they see that St. Louis refuses to per- 

mit anyone to buiid railroads within its limits 

—4 will look on the city just as they did be- 
ore. 

Why, the building of this road means that 
32,500. 000 will be brought into thecity and at 
least 100,000 people. The iron work will have 
to be done in Pennsylvania, but ail the rest of 
the work will be done here. if the Assembly 
will give us the bill we will bave that Poad in 
operation in nine months, and during all that 
time we will be giving employment to between

five and six hundred men. We do pot 
propose to  g0 at the work at 
one end only and take five years to 


build it as the city has done in the 
case of the Grand avenue bridge. They have 
spent haifa million dollars on that and it is 
not done yet. Why the last time our engineer 
was out here he examined that bridge and 
made estimates on it and he, said that he 
could complete it within thirty days, but 
they never have more than four or five men 
working on it, and as for the cost, I will bet 
$10,000 that 1 can duplicate it for $225,000. 
W hat we propose to do is to put one gang of 
men on Morgan street, another on the north 
end, another on the south end, and another 
on the west branch, and let ail the work go on 
atonce. Inthat way we can complete the 
road in a short time. It would oniy add to 
the expenses by necessitating the employ- 
ment of three or four additionai superinten- 
dents and the interest on the money would 
pay for forty superintendents. 

As for the Park avenue portion of the 

route, which has split the committee, it is 
impossible to change thatnow. Our financial 
arrangements are based upon the route laid 
down. To change it would necessitate an en- 
tire change in our arrangements, and there is 
nos the time to do it. Itis impossible to make 
that change before the bill is passed, but it 
could be made subsequently if the Assembly 
insisted on it. I certainly think that it would 
be better for St. Lovis if the House would 
pase the bili as it is so that we may make the 
building of the road sure than to let the whole 
matter fall thiough and ae St.Louis of an 
elevated road for years atieast. Unquestion- 
ably an L bill will be passed sometime, but it 
is a question whether the road will ever be 
bullt if it is not built now. 
„We have put a good deal of money into 
this enterprise and we want to see it 20 
through. The streef railways are fighting us, 
of course, and a g664 many queer things are 
occurring in connection with it, but I hope 
that the bill will be passed, and if it is to it 
must be soon, or else the elevated railway 
scheme will falithrough for at least the pres- 
ent.

NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 


CELEBRATION OF THE FEAST OF PORTIUN- 
CULA AT THE FRANCISCAN CHURCH. 


Curious Ceremonies Which Drew Thousands 
of Devout Roman Catholics to the Mon- 
astery on Meramec Street—History of the 
Feast of the Indulgence—Marvin Camp 
Mecting—Religious Information. 


The indulgence of Portiuncula was granted 
generally at St. Anthony’s Church of the 
Franciscan Brothers on Meramec street 
and Compton avenue to-day. At only one 
other church in the city wes the day observed, 
St. Mary's, on Third and Convent streets, but 
there only one mass was said, and the in- 
dulgence extended only to the order. 

At St. Antbony’s Church thousands of 
people visited the sanctuary, took part in 
the ceremonies necessary to obtain 
the indulgences of the Portiuncula. 

The chureh, an unusually large one, was 
crowded to overflowing and the large grass 
plot between the church and the convent was 
literally covered with worshipers waiting 
patiently for an opportunity to visit the 
church and observe the ceremonies. Directly 
in front of the open doors of the church were 
a dozen or more little stands or booths where 
all sorts of religious embiems, prayer 
books, prayer beads and scapulars were 
exposed forsale. Inside the church masses 
were said during the entire forenoon, low 
masses at the earlier hours and a solemn high 
mass at 10 o’clock. Sermons were preached 
at intervals in German and in English through- 
outthe course of the masses. Men, women 
and children would passin the door of the 
building, stop for a moment or two inside and 
offer up a few short prayers in a 
semi-audible tone and then depart by 
another door. This ceremony was repeated 
at intervals by many during the whole day, as 


it is in accordance with the provisions of the 
induigence obtainable only on this day. 

The day, its origin and observance can be 
fully comprehended from its history, as re- 
lated by a Franciscan Father in his transla- 
tion of a German history of the indulgence, 
substantially as follows: 

THE INDULGENCE OF PORTIUNCULA. 

In all the churches of the three orders, in- 
stituted by St. Francis, there isa great festi- 
val celebrated every year on the 3d of August, 
This festival is called Portiuncula, which is in 
reality, as its singular name already indicates, 


a festival of a quite peculiar kind. On other 
ecclesiastical festivals we nerally cele- 
brate some mystery 0 the life of 


our divine Saviour, or His giorious mother, 
or the remembrance of 4 saint. 
Portiuncula is neither a salnt nor a mystery, 
but it is the name of a very small church near 
Assisi in Italy, which has become famous 
throughout the whole world by means of the 
memorable and most singular indulgence 
which St. Francia has gained for this little 
chapel. 

Of all churchés St. Francis loved and ven- 
erated in particular the little chapel of Santa 
Maria of the Angeles, commonly called 
Portiuncula, 

THIS APPARENTLY INSIGNIFICANT CHURCH, 
situated on the plains of the beautiful valle 
of Spoleto, about half an hour from Assisi, 
the saint made the first chureh of his order, 
after having repaired it from its decaying 
condition and sanctified it by his prayers, 
tears and works of penance. Ow in the year 
1221, in the month of September, &t. Francis 
had a vision one night in this holy piace. 
Christ, accompanied by His hely Mother and 
a multitude of angels appeared on the altar 
encouraging him that he might ask a favor 
tor the salvation of souls. he saint said 
I, a poor sinner, ask of thy Divine Majes 
this favor forthe Christian ple, ‘‘that all 
who, having sincerely confessed, devoutly 
visit this church, may obtain a general indul- 

ence and full remission of all their sins.’’ 

s the Lord remained silent at this petition to 
indicate, it seams, that the Saint had asked 
for something extraordinary, St. Francis bad 
recourse to the intercession of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, and it was with her assistance 
that he obtained the grant of his petition, with 
the injunction, however, to repair to the 
Vicar of Christ, Honorius III., who was 
then Sovere Pontiff, and to ask this

On the appointed day an immense multitude 
of people assembled around the little church, 
St. Francis preached a wonderful sermon to 
the people and the seven bishops proclaimed 
the indulgence in the name of the Pope and 
at the same time consecrated the church. 

Since 1223 thousand of pilgrims used to visit 
Portiuncula every year on the lat of August 
to gain the induigence. On this occasion all 
the confessors of the vicinity were engaged 
day and night in administering the sacrament 
of penance to the contrite sinners. As the 
little chureh, or rather chapel, is not able to 
bold even a hundred persons, the visitors 
walk through the chapel in endless proces- 
sions praying and singing. They enter ata 
door below and leave at a side door of the 
upper end. This procession through the 
church commences with vespers on the Ist of 
August at the momens when the great Dell 
of the so-called Sagro Convento in Assisi, 
(where now rests the body of St. Francis) is 
rung and continues throughout the whole 
night without interruption, until sunset of the 
following day. At present the cupola of a 
magnificent dome vauits above thé chapel of 
Portiuncula, yet on the day of this famous in- 
duigence even the large dome is too small for 
the immense number of pilgrims. 

FOR MORE THAN 200 YEARS, 

this indulgence could not be gained in any 
other church than tbe chapel of Portiuncula, 
not even by the children of St. Francis. 
Pope Sixtus IV. (1480) was the first 
who granted, that all the nuns, who lived 
in confinement. and  folliowed a rule 
of St. Francis, might gain this indulgence in 
their own chapel in order to prevent the 
many evils resulting from the journeying of 
so many religious of both sexes. The same 
privilege was soon after granted in like man- 
ner to the Brothers of the First Order and also 
tothe Terrians. Finally Pope Gregory XV. in 
a bull of the 4th of Julv, 1622, extended the iu- 
dulgence to all the churches of the three or- 
ders of St. Francis,

fallyin the Water. 


From the New York Sun. 

The women who swim well, and their num- 
ber increases every season, find it one of the 
most dificult things to learn in the whole 
round of athletics and ability in this line rep- 
resents a great deal of persistent endeavor. 
Nothing but the most tremendous earnestness 
of intention and long and persistent practice 
ever enables a woman to throw a ball, for the 
reason of the length of her clavicle, which 


makes it extremely difficult for her to use 
herarm in the way required. And so in 
swimming; her head being heavier for her 
size and her lunge smaller than those of a 
man, her constant tendency in the water with 
every stroke to pitch forward en her bead. 
The shape of ber body also increases this 
tendency. and the smaller size of her lungs 
gives her much less buoyancy. All these she 
has to overcome before she can learn to be a 
good swimmer, and a girl who is a good one 
deserves a great deal of credit. One of the 
professional female swimmers said the other 


ay: 

The majority of girls swim with their arms 
only, and if they do kick it is generally out up 
into the air, which doesn’t propel them along 
much, The truth of the matter is that it takes 
a good deal of training to teach any woman to 
use her legs freely, for they have been hobbled 
together ever since she was 10 years of age, 
and when she gets intothe water she is shy 
about using them and drawing them up under 
her frog fashion, as a good male swimmer 
does. She bends her legs at the knee, so that 
the lower part of the limb rises gracefully 
above the water at every stroke, and then 
drops it back witha thud,as if partof the 
roof of the bath- house bad fallen ig, and when 
this sends her pitching up over her head she 
aggravates the trouble by kicking her heels 
out of the water and looking like a duck div- 
ing for clams.’’ 

And a good many young women will recog- 
nize with pain that this is a very accurate de- 
scription of themselves in the water. But it 
is also certain that with the proper sort of 
training she can get rid of these awk- 
ward ways and iearn to be as agile and 
graceful In the water as she is on the ball- 
room floor. There are several swimmin 

schools in this city, but the best and mos 

graceful swimmers are those who learn not 
in the smooth water of a tank, but in the 
tumbling flurries of the sea. For one thing, 
salt water is much more broyant than fresh, 
which makes it easier to keep one’s self afloat, 
and the swimmer, who has learned ina tank 
without a ripple upon it, discovers that it isa 
very different thing to fight wave and tide. 
The same professionai female swimmer who 
is sO sarcastic about the efforts of her sister 
woman says: 

be way I learned to swim was both an 
easy and safe one, and one I should recom- 
mend to women who are anxious to master 
the art. I began when I was about 15 years 
old and my only teacher was my big brother, 
who had the two c of the swim- 
ming teacher—being strong and amiable. He 
began by teaching me not to be afraid of deep 
water. The trouble is that the moment one 
has the sense of their being no foothold de- 
neath one it takes away one’s breath, and 
thus is lost the very buoyancy that is 
necessary to one 2 afloat, for the lungs 
must be kept full of air as much as possible 

in swimming. This be did by making me 
catch hold of his belt and swimming into 
deep water with me, sothat I grew perfeitly 
accustomed tothe sensation of there being 
nothing beneath my feet and notto mind it. 
After bad lost all this fear and breathiess- 
ness, he took meinto shallow water, puta 
strong elastic belt about six inches wide 
around my waist, with loop fastened in the 
middle of my back, through whicb he couid 
lip his hand. Then lu water not more than 
three feet deep he slipped his hand through 
the loop, and mademe turnon my face and 
learn the proper swimming motions. I could 
do these with perfect confidence, because I 
knew he had fast hold of me and I could not 
by any means sink, and get my mouth and 
ears full of water, as he kept me near the 
surface by his hold on the belt. Then he 
showed me now I must bring my hands 
back to my chest, keep my fn- 
ers and thumb close together, form- 

K a sort of cup of my hand, and how 
the palm should be turned downward ae 
the firet half of the stroke and one edge of it 
turned up after the arms began to go out at 
right angles from the body, and that my mo- 
tion must be slow and deliberate, as any at- 
tempted hurry would result in pumping me 
of the breath which was so valuable. Next he 
taught me the use of my legs, which shouid 
first be drawn up under the body with the 
knees turned out sideways as much as possi- 
ble and the heels close together, which made 
the necessary frog-like kick an easy thing to 
do. I learned to do these arm and leg strokes 
in exact unison, which is one of the most 
Important points in swimming, and when I 
had the motion perfect he took his hands out 
of the belt and let me try it alone, still in shal- 
low water. But the moment I would begin to 
sink he would promptly seize me and haul me 
up, for his idea was—and a good one, too, I 
think—that the shock of going under water 
and getting one’s ears and mouth full of it is 
bad for beginners, and gives them a certain 
sort of nervousness which it takes a long time 
to cure. It was not long after that, however, 
before [could go anywhere, and since then 

ractice has made me one of the champion 
ady swimmers.’’ 


A JOURNALISTIC CURIOSITY. 


Emperor Franz Josefs Newspaper, That 
Has a Circulation of Three Copies. 


Perhaps one of the most remarkable jour- 
nals in Europe, if notin the world, appears 
daily at Wein, although we must state at the 
outeet that it does not come te the view of the 
general public. The owner and publisher of 
this journalistic curiosity is no less a person 


than his Majesty Franz Josef, Emperor of 
Austria-Hungary. He causes the paperto be 
constructed for his private convenience. 
Franz Josef is aman of business, so that 
the affairs of State take mo a very great por- 
tion of his time. He hus therefore very little 
leisure for reading the Wien daily papers; and 
if he had the leisure, he would not gather 
from their columns what he seeks and obtains 
in the perusal of his own particular journal. 
It is not enough for him to learn what is going 
on in the world from day to day; he is 
especially eager to ascertain what is thought 
about his administration in Euro and 
America. The reparation 0 this 
paper is as unique as is its purpose. The force 
requisite to its management is quite numer- 
ous, occupies a large portion of the Govern- 
ment buildings, and constitutes almost a 
department of itself. The annual cost reaches 


$80,000. 

At the peep o' day the iabors on this curious 
sheet commence. The foreign papers are 
then brought fromthe railway station and 
distributed among the several sub-editors. 
Each paper is carefully scanned, and when- 
ever thereis discovered any allusion, either 
direct or remote, to the Austrian Government 
or the imperial family the place is marked 
with a blue pencil and the marked papers are 
sent up to the respective sub-editors, who cut 
down, whenever this is possible, the marked 
articles. 

As the“ Imperial Review’’ appears in the 
German language, and as most, or at least the 
freest criticisms, are found in foreign papers, 
no inconsiderable amount of the work con- 
sists in making translations. 

It is now late in the evening. All the matter, 
having by various hands been reduced to the 
one 2 required, is handed to engross- 
ers. fore the early morning these mast 
have transcribed all that has been given them 
to copy; for by that time it must be ready for 
the Emperor. Three copies of this Ms jour- 
nal are 9 one for the Emperor, one 
tor the mister of Foreign Affairs, and 
one for the State. A fourth 
is never any ir 
cumstances; 
unconnected with the pre 
nal is allowed to glance into either of the three 
authorised copies. The Emperor’s copy is 
written u the finest linen paper; those for 
the Minister and Secr upon paper of a 
somewhat lesser quality. 6 writing looks 
as if it were engraven, and must always be up 
to this high standard of penmanship no mat- 
ter how great the pressure of time.
